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To  Recipients  of  Water  Supply  Outlook  Reports: 

The  climate  of  the  cultivated  and  populated  areas  of  the  West  is  characterized  by  relatively  dry  summer 
months.  Such  precipitation  as  occurs  falls  mostly  in  the  winter  and  early  spring  months  when  it  is  of  little 
immediate  benefit  to  growing  crops.  Most  of  this  precipitation  falls  as  mountain  snow  which  stays  on  the  ground 
for  months,  melting  later  to  sustain  streamflow  during  the  period  of  greatest  demand  during  late  spring  and 
sunnier.  Thus,  nature  provides  in  mountain  snow  an  imposing  water  storage  facility. 

The  amount  of  water  stored  in  mountain  snow  varies  from  place  to  place  as  well  as  from  year  to  year  and 
accordingly,  so-  does  the  runoff  of  the  streams.  The  best  seasonal  management  of  variable  western  water  supplies 
results  from  advance  estimates  of  the  streamflow. 

A snow  survey  consists  of  a series  of  about  ten  samples  taken  with  specially  designed  snow  sampling  equipment 
along  a permanently  marked  line,  up  to  1000  feet  in  length,  called  a snow  course.  The  use  of  snow  sampling 
equipment  provides  snow  depth  and  water  equivalent  values  for  each  sampling  point.  The  average  of  these  values  is 
reported  as  the  snow  survey  measurement  for  a snow  course. 

Snow  surveys  are  made  monthly  or  semi-monthly  beginning  in  January  or  February  and  continue  through  the  snow 
season  until  April,  May  or  June.  Currently  more  than  1400  western  snow  courses  are  measured  each  year.  These 
measurements  furnish  the  key  data  for  water  supply  forecasts. 

Streamflow  forecasts  are  obtained  by  a comparison  of  total  or  maximum  snow  accumulation,  as  measured  by  snow 
water  equivalent,  to  the  subsequent  spring  and  summer  or  snowmelt  season  runoff  over  a period  of  years.  The  snow 
water  equivalent  measured  in  selected  snow  courses  provides  most  of  the  index  to  the  streamflow  forecast  for  the 
following  season.  More  accurate  forecasts  are  usually  obtained  when  other  factors  such  as  soil  moisture,  base 
flow  and  spring  precipitation  are  considered  and  included  in  the  forecast  procedure.  Early  season  forecasts 
assume  average  climatic  conditions  through  the  snowmelt  season. 

Listed  below  are  the  Federal-State-Private  Cooperative  Snow  Survey  and  Water  Supply  Forecast  reports  available 
for  the  West  which  contain  detailed  information  on  snow  survey  measurements,  streamflow  forecasts,  reservoir 
storage,  soil  moisture  and  other  guide  data  to  water  management  and  conservation  decisions.  Soil  Conservation 
Service  Reports  may  be  secured  from  Water  Supply  Forecasting  Unit,  Soil  Conservation  Service,  P.O.  Box  4170, 
Portland  8,  Oregon.

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The  mountain  snow  pack  is  generally  improved  over  the  outlook 
of  one  month  ago,  however,  there  are  still  some  areas  with 
expected  snow  melt  supplies  of  less  than  70  percent  of  normal. 


The  mountain  soil  is  extremely  dry  and  will  subtract  several 
inches  of  water  from  the  snow  pack.  On  the  other  hand, 
evaporation  from  the  exposed  areas  of  the  watershed  has  been 
less  than  normal. 

The  expected  runoff  ranges  from  65  percent  on  the  Snake  & 
Green  River  watersheds  to  110  percent  on  the  north  slopes 
of  the  Big  Horns. 


THE  NORTH  PLATTE 

The  anticipated  flow  from  the  North  Platte  watershed  is  80  percent 
of  normal  at  the  Wyomi ng-Col orado  state  line,  83  percent  from  the 
Sierra  Madres  above  Encampment  and  80  percent  from  the  west  flank 
of  the  Snowies.  This  is  a total  of  538,000  acre  feet  of’ water  flow- 
ing past  Saratoga,  which  is  81  percent  of  the  661,000  acre  feet 
average.  The  Medicine  Bow  is  estimated  at  75  percent  of  normal. 
North  Platte  storage  plus  runoff  will  total  90  percent  of  normal 
water  supplies.  The  Laramie  River  is  expected  to  discharge  78 
percent  of  normal  at  Jelm.  Wheatland  reservoir  storage  is 
52,400  acre  feet. 

THE  GREEN  RIVER 

Seasonal  flow  in  the  Green  is  ranging  from  a forecast  of  84  per- 
cent at  Warren  Bridge  to  67  percent  at  Fontenelle,  Wyoming. 

North  Piney  Creek  has  a streamflow  expectancy  of  81  percent  and 
New  Fork  Creek  near  Boulder  will  drain  71  percent  of  average 
from  its  watershed.  Big  & Little  Sandy  are  forecast  at  78  per- 
cent of  normal. 

THE  SNAKE  RIVER 

Snow  storage  above  Moran  indicates  a release  of  66  percent  of  the 
1943-57  average  inflow  into  Jackson  Lake.  Present  storage  is 
581,700  acre  feet,  which  is  25  percent  above  normal.  Down  stream, 
the  flow  into  Palisades  reservoir  will  be  close  to  68  percent  of 
normal.  Snow  melt  on  the  Salt  River  drainage  is  expected  to  yield 
70  percent  of  average  into  Palisades,  and  the  Grey's  River, 

67  percent. 


THE  WIND  RIVER 


March  1 snow  surveys  in  the  Wind  River  Range  have  also  found  a 
snow  pack  containing  less  than  adequate  storage.  The  forecast 
of  seasonal  supplies  at  Dubois  is  89  percent  of  normal.  Esti- 
mates are  lower  at  Lander,  with  anticipated  yields  of  84  per- 
cent from  the  Little  Popo  Agie,  and  87  percent  from  the  North 
Popo  Agie.  Bull  Lake  Creek  is  expected  to  yield  86  percent 
of  average  supplies,  however,  Bull  Lake  reservoir  is  standing 
at  94,400  acre  feet.  The  high  elevation  snow  data  indicate  a 
storage  that  will  release  87  percent  of  average  snow  melt 
supplies  into  Buffalo  Bill  reservoir,  which  contains  71  percent 
of  normal  contents  for  this  time  of  year. 

THE  BIG  HORN  MOUNTA I NS 

In  the  Big  Horns,  Soil  Conservation  Service  snow  surveyors 
obtained  data  that  is  materially  above  the  March  1 average. 

The  April  1 to  September  30  snow  melt  water  supply  is  computed 
to  be  110-115  percent  on  the  north  slopes  and  85-95  percent 
flowing  from  the  southern  watersheds.
